Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Higashiyama et al. (6,284,409). 

Higashiyama et al. teaches in column 7, lines 13-26, Table 2 and column 10, 
lines 56-60, a battery comprising a negative electrode comprising a hydrogen-absorbing 
alloy powder and a mixture including carbon black and yttrium oxide in a ratio by weight 
between carbon black and the rare earth element of 95:5 were mixed in a ratio by 
weight of 100:0.1.

3. Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Yoshimura et al. (6,322,930). 
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Yoshimura et al. teaches a non-aqueous battery including a positive electrode, a 
negative electrode and a non-aqueous electrolyte. Yoshimura et al. teaches in column 
5, lines 15-22, a negative electrode comprising titanium dioxide (Ti02), graphite and 
polytetrafluoroethylene as a binding agent. 

4. Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yufu (JP 57-103274, abstract). 

Yufu teaches a secondary battery comprising a lithium cathode, a nonaqueous 
electrolyte and an anode made of manganese dioxide, vanadium pentoxide, titanium 
oxide or the like and carbon powder. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
